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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Several new issues have been raised by applicant in the After-final response of 6/25/2007. First, the claims have been amended so that 
for the first time in prosecution of this application the claims specifically read on a non-gel formulation of arsenic in a daily dose range of 
0.01-0.5 mg/cm2 in combination with electron beam applied in a total radiation dose ranging from 30-50 Gy/5 days. These features had 
not been presented before in a single independent or dependent claim, so the claimed invention as a whole, as currently proposed by the 
After-final amendment, have not been previously examined in full. Second, applicant's new 132 declaration requires further review and 
consideration. There are now different declaration statements as to inventorship that must be considered and evaluated. Third, applicant 
makes a new argument as to the prosecution history of a totally different application. This would also require further review and 
consideration. It is noted that applicant "no longer has any right to unrestricted further prosecution." MPEP 714.12. In sum, applicant's 
After-final response, including the proposed After-final amendments, is deemed untimely at this After-final stage of prosecution. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the After-final amendment will not be entered and 
the new 132 declaration will not be entered for the reasons stated in Note to Box 3. With the non-entry of these submissions, the Final 
Action of record is sufficient to maintain the rejections of record.
